WALTER M’RAYE HEARD HERE 


Need of National Consclousness and More Demonstrative Pat- 
riotism Shown in Brilliant Speech to Women’s Canadian 
Clab—Spirit of Men in eee Should he Continued in 
: Time of Peace. 
















“Let us get back some of that splendid 
spirit of patriotism possessed by our soldiers 
who died in Flanders, and put it into good 
citizenship. Let us get together for a big 
drive for Canada’ and make - this country a 
nation within the British Empire worthy. of 
thelr sacrifice.” - 


The foregoing was the main thought running 
through two brilliantly given addresses in the cilty last 
evening, one to the Rotary Club at dinner at the Quinte 
and the other to the Womens Canadian Club-later at 
St. Agnes School by Mr. Walter Mchaye;: of Hamilton, 

Ont. 

Mr. McRaye, who proclaims himself 100 per cent Can- 
adian, in addresses which followed his introduction to 
both gatherings, speeches filled with lofty ideals and ex- 
pressing a splendid type of patriotism, fully justified 
this statement.
